The UCR Program collects information on crimes reported by law enfortegencies
regarding the violent crimes of murder and nonnegligent manslaughter, foapbleobbery,
and aggravated assault as well as the property crimes of burglary, i#reénynotor vehicle
theft, and arson. (Although the FBI classifies arson as a property crooesinot estimate
arson data because of variations in the level of participation by the reportingeagenci
Consequently, arson is not included in the prigpenime estimate.) The program also collects
arrest data fothe offenses listed above plus @@enses that include all other crimescept
traffic violations.

areas, states, or colleges or universities solely on the basis of their p@pigin coverage or
student enrollment.
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
